In order that the Bureau can properly evaluate the 
character and reliability of Denuaerle, you should contact 
other persons who can attest to bis character, reputation, 
and stability. 



No steps should be taken at this time to guide or 
direct his activities. However, any information he 
voluntarily offers can be accepted as you would from any 
other citizen. 



Bureau files contain no data identifiable with 
Demmerle other than that already known to your office.

New York requests authority to uss Demmerle as a 
potential security informant. Their first request was denied 
because Demmerle* s background is not clean. Even though 
we refused his offer, Demmerle has continued to voluntarily 
furnish information which has proven valuable. Despite his 
adverse background, we should reconsider our previous decision 
inasmuch^as he is our only source of information on Revolutionary 
Contingent (RC) , a militantly radical group dedicated "to 
supptirt .struggles for national liberation throughout the world 
by whatever means.! a^re possible.’* They have even engaged in, 
rifle^practice. ■. - ^ *v 
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BACKGROUND 
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Demmerle is a white male aged 36. He is employed dr*2 
as a welder. Demmerle* s father deserted his family when 
Demmerle was’ two and. one-half years old. He was placed in the 
Edwin Gould. pdundation where he remained through the eighth 
grade-, s£t which'' time he ran away. Thereafter he found himself 
totally -.unequipped ' to meet the challenge of the outside world. 
He was- untrained for employment. He even failed to hold onto 
menial jobs. His frustrations led him to seek help through 
his minister, who recommended that he go to the New York 
Foundation of Religion and Psychiatry for treatment. He 
received therapy at the foundation for two or three years 
..ending in 1960. His condition was blamed on the damage caused 
by his early childhood. Since then Demmerle has received 
the equivalent of a high school diploma and has even attended 
Community College for a short period' of time, in Brooklyn. 

In December, 1948, Demmerle was absent without 
leav.e. from the U.S. Air Force and was arrested by Bureau Agents 
in ^Brooklyn in^ August, 1949. He said he wanted to see his 
girlfriend (now his wife) ; and -was /n ot willing to wait for 
his furlough. ' ’ ’ " ’ - ’Vh;.

We have no source other than Demmerle to furnish 
information on the RC at this time. It is potentially volatile 
a,n^ warrants close scrutiny. Demmerle’ s past shows signs 
of instability, but it is felt that there are mitigating 
circumstances which tend to aHeviate these conditions. His 
psychiatric treatment ended at least seven years ago, apparently 
complete recovery. He is now married, gainfully employed 
father of a teenage boy. He has impressed New York with 
h i<3 sincerity and dedication to fight the enemies of demo- 
cracy* His brief association with right-wing organizations 
reflects this desire, and at .the same time his subsequent 
rejection of them attests to his recognition of their radicalism. 
Tjfevf York states that if Demmerle is approved as a- potential 
security informant, he will be given close supervision to 
prevent any possible embarrassment ensuing to the Bureau.

The "New York Times," a daily newspaper 
published in New York City, contained an article in its 
July 11, 1965, issue entitled, "Radicals Set Up Own — 

University". The article indicated that this school, called 
the Free University of New York (FUNY) , opened on the 
previous Tuesday in an old loft building at 20 East 14th 
Street, New York City, and reportedly had 210 students 
registered. The article also indicated that the funds for 
establishing the FUNY and funds for its operation were 
supplied in part by non-salaried faculty members, most of 
whom contributed $30 each and also by the students who pay 
$24 for each eight-week course. 



The May 28, 1965 issue of "Newsday" , a daily 
Long Island, New York, newspaper, contained an article 
entitled, "Krebs To Open His Own School". This article 
related that ALLEN KREBS, a former Adelphi University 
professor who claimed he was fired from Adelphi University 
for his avowed Marxist views, was planning to open a university 
of his own in a rented Manhattan, New York, loft. 

The "New York Times" , in its issue dated 
December 12, 1965, contained an article entitled "Students 
Of Left Set Up Colleges". This article indicated that a 
number of "Counter-Universities" or "Anti-Universities" 
have been established in various cities throughout the United 
States like the FUNY, The article mentioned that these 
institutions vary in many ways.

WORKERS WORLD PARTY 



On April 17, 1959, a confidential source advised 
that on February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
minori ty group und er the leadership of National Committee 
member f L split from the SWP. 

The source stated that this minority group, 
referred to as the Marcyites , after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events, split from the SWP 
on the grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by 
departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and 
retreating from the fight for the world socialist 
revolution. The final issue which ultimately forced the 
split was the minority’s opposition to the SWP regroupment 
policy which involved cooperation with the Communist Party 
(CP) periphery-individuals characterized by the minority 
as petty-bourgeois . 

The . minority program, according to the source, 
advocated unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has 
as its goal the building of a revolutionary party with a 
complete proletarian orientation for the purpose of overthrowing 
capitalism in the United States and throughout the world. 

On May 12, 1960, source advised that this minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On May 1, 1967, a second confidential source 
advised that the Workers World Party, which maintains head- 
quarters at 46 West 21st Street, New York, New York, supports 
the People’s Republic of China in its ideological dispute 
with the Soviet Union. 

The SWP and CP have been designated 

pursuant to Executive Order 10450.
